JUFFKHSOS CITY, Mo., April 30 — 


Thirty-five of the firly eight democratic 
members of the elate house of repre- 
sentatives met in caucus last night and 
adopted the following resolution: 


"Resolved, That we, the democratic 


members of the house of representa- 
tives, thirty-eighth general assembly, 
favor the free coinage of silver at a ratio 
of 16 to 1." 


Thevoto on the resolution stood— 


ayes, 22; nays. 9; not voting 4 


An eilort was made to have the body 


adjourn as a caucus and vote as an as- 
sembly of individual democrats, but 
they who had caused the caucus to as- 
semble voted the proposition down and 
bound the membeis to the caucus' fic- 
tion 
The whole trend of the caucus 


wcs to precipitate a discussion, which 
will probably resulv in a state conven 
tion. 


Juliaa, of Kansas City, presided over 


the meeting and stated at the beginning 
the purposes of the call 
Suttleger, of 


Gentry county, sprang the resolution 
forthwith and the fight was on. Buck- 
ner, of Pike county, declared' that the 
solo purpose of the resolution was to 
force a state convention and that it 
must inevitably result in splitting the 
party. 


The fight against the resolution was 


taken up by Bothwell, of Eandolph, 
Pritchett, of Howard; Armstrong, of 
Henry, and Drabelle, of St. Louis. As 
a final result Pollack, of Dunklin coun- 
ty, offered a supplementary resolution 
inviting the senators and state officers 
to be present at a second caucus to be 
held Wednesday next and unite in a 
call on the state democratic central 
committee to call a convention at a 
time to be fixed by the state commit- 
tee for agreeing upon a financial policy 
for the democrats of Missouri 
This 


reaoluiion created the wildest uproar, 
and in order to prevent a general 
break it vrtia withdrawn and the other 
adopted. 


MABSHILL, Mo., April 30.—The demo- 


cratic central committee of Saline

His Text lor a Lecture.

BOSTOV, Mass , April 30 —The lecture 


of Archbishop Ireland, in the Boston 
theater, was listened to by a large audi- 
ence, and v.ill attract widespread atten- 
tion became of his utterances.

But 1 am afraid that patriot 
ism with some who profess to be the 
staunchest American is in practice 
made subservient to business claims or 
afalse sentiment of self-respect. Among 
the misfortunts of America I must 
make mention of the caucus and pri- 
mary.

Wire-pullers and slate- 


makers take the pltce of the people. 
The liquor power must be totally elim 
inated from politics if we respect the 
institutions of American democracy 
and desire their permanence. 
The 


aims of the saloons are selfish, its 
methods are slimy and criminal. 
The 


work of the patriot is so to elev&te 
among the whole people the standard 
of citizenship that none shall permit 
malign agencies to influence them in 
the exercise of their franchise 
Immi- 


gration must bo restricted so as to ex- 
clude criminals and paupers. 
Ifbr 


should immigiantg ia any state of the 
union be prematurely authorized to 
vote. A due respect for American citi- 
zenship guards against a reckless ex- 
tension of it to men coming to us from 
other lands 
No other encouragement 


ruuat be given to social or political cr- 
eations or methods which perpetuate 
in this country foreign ideas and cus- 
toms. An Irish-American, a German- 
American or a French-American vote is 
an intoleiable anomaly."

GARNISHMENT__OF WAGES.

LoGvssi'ORT, April 30—A decision 


rendeied Saturday in a local court, has 
precipitated a test case of interest gen- 
erally and pirtioularly to railroad men 
and their employers. Tt will decide 
ultimately whether the extensive gar- 
niihco business, which is now being 
carried on by a West Virginia collector, 
s valid or not. Ever since legislatures 
of Indiana and several other states 
prohibited the attachment of employes' 
wanes at home, this, foreign firm has 
donen fburishing business by buying 
up accounts, securing judgments in

pany to withhold from its employes the 
amounts 'or which the judgment had 
been secured.

—that of William Stigleman vs. the 
Pittfburg, Cincinnati, Chicago and St.

Stigleman 
secured a verdict 


which demands that the railroad com- 
pany pay him his salary, but the de 
fendant gives notice of appeal.

porations have long complained that

utilized to collect accounts over which 
there were disputes, and it is invariably 
the case that the original bill is more 
than doubled by the coat of tho legal 
process.

CYCLERS MUST PAY TOLL. 


I'elinsj-Hania Supreme Court Hands 


nun it nil Interesting Decision. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 30—A decision 


o! the state supreme court handed 
down seriously afiects 75,000 bicyclists 
in Philadelphia and vicinity. 
It also 


affects every wheelman in the rest of 
the state. 
The court decides that 


bicyclists must pay a toll of owe cent a 
mile on every turnpike road 
over 


which they ride. The lower court de- 
cided that a bicycle is not a carriage 
and is not subject to toll 
Justice 


Dean, of the supremo court, holds that 
a bioycle is a carriage, It is no lees a 
carriage because propelled by a man 
instead of being drawn by a horse. 
This decision will keep bicyclists off 
the turnpikes effectually, and they will 
stick to city sweets with asphalt. John 
S. Johnson, the leading lawyer in 
Pennsylvania, defended the turnpike 
company. 


WASIUSOTON, April 30 —Officials here 


believe that the culmination of the 
Nicaraguan trouble is very near at 
hand as a result of pendiug negotia- 
tions' between London, Managua and 
Washington, and today probably will 
determine whether a satisfactory ad- 
justment and the withdrawal of British 
troops from Corinto is possible. While 
it is known that the negotiations now 
in progress give hope to officials that a 
a settlement will bs made, yet it 
could not be learned up to noon that 
the final stages of an adjustment had 
been passed. The understanding is 
that President Zelaya and his cabinet 
have before them a plan for paying 
$77,500 ia London two weeks hence on 
condition that Corinto will be immedi- 
ately evacuated and that if this is ac- 
cepted by Nicaragua, Great Britain will 
also agree to it. 


THE DEAL C3XSUM MATED 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua, April 30 —The 


Nicaraguan government has formally 
decided to accede to the compromise 
proposition of the settlement of the 
pending trouble and this decision has 
been communicated to the authorities 
at Washington and London. Accord- 
ing to this'proposition Nicaragua agrees 
to pay the 17,500 pounds in London 
fifteen days from the time the British 
ship' leave the harbor of Corinto. It 
now remains for Great Britain to agree 
to this condition. The government's 
course ia regarded aa shifting on Great 
Britain all further responsibility for the 
trouble. 
The most positive assurances 


of the prompt payment of the money 
have been given so that there may be 
no question of uncertainty on this

Saturn's Kings. 


Americans want something just now 


to distract their attention, from this 
planet 
Professor Kcelcr of the Alle- 


ghany observatory has boon fixing his 
rnmd on tho rinjcs of Saturn for the pait 
year or so, probably because Saturn 
was about as far nwiiy from Pittsbnrg 
and tho Homestead troubles as any 
place could bo. Ho has studied tho dou- 
ble ringed pl.inet to some purpose and 
has made tho discovery, practically be- 
yond doubt, that the mysterious rings 
are composed of millions of small satel- 
lites revolving like myriads of infinites- 
imal moons around Saturn. This was 
conjectured 20 years, ago by another 
American astronomer, Professor Tron- 
velot of Haivard. Professor Keeler says 
tbo movements of the bodies dimmish 
from tho inner edge outward. Tho Lou- 
don Standard is both just and generous 
when it speaks of the enviable distinc- 
tion American astronomers are winning. 


Professor Keoler finds that tho small 


satellites do not icvolve at tho same 
rate of speed about tho great planet. Of 
course they do not, being of different 
sizes. This discovery harmonizes well 
with the known ways of small bodies in 
space. When a- planet bursts, as some- 
times happens, its fragments immediate 
ly begin to revolve in the same orbit 
as the original body. 
They are of 


different sizo and shape, and they grad- 
ually form a great img around tho sun. 
The earth passes through such a- ring 
twice every year—ono about Aug. 10, 
another Nov. 13 to 15 
Tho rings of 


Saturn may havo been formed by burst- 
ing moons. At any rate, it may bo noted 
as an important fact that these rings, 
hitherto believed to bo gaieotis, are as- 
certained to be composed of solid though 
small bodies.

XTindfDg of Petroleum—Georce Washing- 
ton Knew of Its, Existence—How Senator 
Camcltrti Made His fortune. 


Among the natural resources of West 


Virginia pettolrain has, always been 
rated as third m importance, coal and 
timber taking precedence, but just at 
thi«5 liroo :i superficial observer would 
conclude that thpre is nothing but oil in 
the state. This is, the result of the liq- 
uid gold fever that has been occasioned 
by the sudden and rapid rise in tho oil 
market. 


Parkersburg being the center and 


distributing point of the West Virginia 
oilfield, it i« the place to got the ben- 
efit of all the excitement 
It reminds 


one of fho days "before the w.ir," when 
oil ^as fust struck, and it almost equals 
tho excitement m California over the 
discovery of gold 


Oil was first di^overed in West Vir- 


ginia and not in Pennsylvania. The 
Peuusyh ania fields were the firit to be 
developed, but the discovery belongs to 
West Viiginia, :iud tho largest oilfield 
now in the world is at Sisterville, 
about 50 miios above Petersburg 
In 


fact, the existence of natural gas, which 
is the twin sister of petroleum, was 
known to G«Hge Washington before the 
Revolution. 


In 177,"), in one of his surveying expe- 


ditions to tho Kauawha valley, General 
Washington discovered the "Burning 
spring " Ho did not understand tho 
phenomena, Imt .so well floured was ho 
that it w.is some rich gift of nature do- 
signed for tho use of man that ho sot 
apart and deeded to tho public forever 
an acre of land near the Kanawha river, 
about eight miles above Charleston, on 
which was t^e gieafc national wonder. 


It was .simply a hole in tho ground, 


which filled with wuter when it rained 
and up through which issued a jet of 
gas, giving tho water the appearance of 
boiling, and when lighted burned with 
a bright flame till blown out by the 
wind. 


In 1815 Captain James Wilson struck 


a gas well while boring for salt water 
in tho Kanawlm valley. 


The coal oil fever broke forth in all 


its fury early in 18S1, when oil was 
discovered at the Burning springs above 
Parkersbtug. It was then that fortunes 
were made and lost in a single day. 


In that field oil was found at a depth 


of from 90 to 300 feet, and in a few 
weeks the whole field was punctured 
like a popper box. 


It was in tho oil excitement of 1801 


that Senator Camden, who is now class- 
ed among the wealthiest of America's 
millionaires, got his start. At that time 
he was a comparatively young man, 
with a small law practice in a country 
town up in tho interior of the state 
Sitting in his room ono evening looking 
over the daily papers, ho suddenly turn- 
ed to his wife with tho remark, "Arm, 
my fortune is made." 


When s,he looked for an explanation, 


he said: "I see hero in the paper that 
oil has been discovered on tho Little 
Kanawha 
I am going up there to try 


my hand at developing the field " The 
next morning he borrowed nil the mon- 
ey that Ins collaterals and tho influence 
of friends could scrape together for him 
and then struck out for the Burning 
spring. In two weeks ho had made 
enough to pay back Ins borrowed capi- 
tal, and from that day to this there has 
not been a check in the progress of his 
marvelous business career. 


The improvement in the method of 


refining has advanced with the progress 
of the industry, and discoveries have 
been made whereby all the refuse mat- 
ter that was formerly thrown away is 
now converted into useful articles of 
commerce. It is in this way that there- 
fined oil has been reduced in price from 
40 cents a gallon to 10 cents and still 
leaves a good profit to the refiners. 


Most of the wells ^hat havo been late- 


ly shot in the area of the oil basin have 
been good producers, and there is now 
a daily output of from 12,000 to 16,000 
barrels. 


Yet experienced oil speculators say 


that the present rise in oil is not alto- 
gether bom of speculation, but is par- 
tially duo to legitimate causes. The 
supply has fallen below the demand, 
and the speculatois have only taken ad- 
vantage of the actual condition to inau- 
gurate an era of gambling 


Tho Russian oilfield is diminishing 


its supply every year, with no prospect 
of new discoveries. Many of the Amer- 
ican fields have been totally exhausted, 
and btit few new ones mo being discov- 
ered, and oil being the cheapest light 
that c.m be produced the demand for it 
has increased with tho hard times.— 
Cincinnati Enquirer.
